Maſſacre. An infamous Aſſembly, called a 
Parliament, met, and, at once, attainted 8 
bout two thouſand five hundred innocent per- 
ſons, many of them Infants, all of them 
unheard, and even put it out of their King's 
Power to pardon any one of them; as plain- 
1y appeared in the Caſe of the brave Sir Tho- 
| mas Southwell, and many other conſiderable 
Gentlemen of Munſter and Conaught, who 
were all condemned to Death for their Ef- 
forts to ſave their Liberties, and would, un- 
doubtedly, haye fallen a Sacrifice, had not 
the Sword of the Lord and King William 
delivered them,

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In theſe Circumſtances our Deliverer came 
over to this Kingdom, and, by his ſignal 
Victory at the Boyne, ſet the greateſt Part of 
the Nation, and, more particularly, this City, 
free. This Deliverance was ſoon after com- 
pleated by the Victory at Agbrim, and the 
Reduction of Limerick. 9 


Since this happy Settlement, we have en- 
joyed a profound Peace, for the Space of 
ſixty” two Years, though War has raged on 
the Continent, and black Rebellion, hath 
twice within that Period, diſturbed Great 
Britain. Our Country hath been daily im- 
proving, Arts and Manufactures ſpread into 
all Parts, the Proteſtant Religion increaſes;
